FIRES AT JUDGE 
ON BENCH, MISSES 
HIM, IS SEIZED

BAY CITY, Mich., March 12 
(AP)—A shotgun blast, fired at 
close range, narrowly missed 
United States District Judge 
Frank A. Picard as he presided 
at a trial in Bay City today. 

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents seized Stanley 
Wloch, a 68-year-old farmer. 

The agents said Wloch poked 
a shotgun through the court- 
room entrance and fired at the 
judge. The pellets missed the 
judge's head by inches and im- 
bedded themselves in the wall 
back of the bench. 

The judge said he had been 
warned about a week ago to be 
on guard against such an inci- 
dent. 

“If I went into hibernation 
every time I get a warning I 
would never get out into the 
open,” he said. 

FBI agents described Wloch 
as a man with a grudge against 
the judge. Wloch filed a civil 
suit in Judge Picard’s court 
in 1947 and the judge dismissed 
it for lack of jurisdiction. They 
said Wloch later sent threaten- 
ing letters to the judge. The 
suit was said to involve Wloch’s 
attempt to recover a farm from 
his divorced wife and Wloch 
appealed to federal court after 
losing out in the state court.

WASHINGTON March 12 
AP)—State supported graduate 
schools—such as those in law 
and medicine—mustp romptly 
admit qualified Negro students, 
the Supreme Court ruled unapn- 
imously today 

The tribunal specifically held 


that the Florida Supreme Court ' 


was wrong in setting up a com- 
mission to study the “grave 
involved

The Florida Supreme Court 
had appointed a commissioner

Court’s Ruling. 

The United States Supreme 
Court per curiam (for the 
court) order today said: ‘‘As this 
case involves the admission of 
a Negro to a graduate protes- 
sional school, there is no rea- 
son for delay. 

“He is entitled to prompt ad- 
mission under the rules and 
regulations applicable to other 
qualified candidates.” 

Only last Monday the Su- 
preme Court affirmed a lower- 
court decision which broadened 
to include tax-supported col- 
leges and-> universities the 
court’s 1954 decision on striking 
down segregation in_ public 
schools. 

Today's order noted that the 
Supreme Court in 1954 had or- 
dered Hawkins’s case—then be- 
fore the court—reconsidered in 
the light of the public’ school 

decision of that year. 

Today's order went on to say 
‘the 1954 order did not mean 
to imply that there could be 
any delay in’ admitting students 
to graduate schools. 

Three Rulings Noted.

The court noted that in 
three earlier cases—prior to its 
ruling in the public school 


cases—it had ordered Negroes 
admitted to graduate schools 
without discrimination because 
of color. 

Two of the earlier cases in- 
volved the University of Okla- 
homa and the other the Univer- 
sitv of Texas. 

Hawkins appealed to the Su- 
preme Court to overturn the 
_Florida Supreme Court delay- 
ing action. 

University officials had op- 
posed immediate admission of 
Hawkins on the ground that 
permitting Negroes in institu-

Miss Lucy, like Wilson, was 
expelled by the trustees Feb 
29 when she offered no proof 
of charges that the trustees and 
other school officials had con- 
spired with the mob to get her 
out of school 

Trustees announced the ex- 
pulsion of Miss Lucy then, and 
that of Wilson today after ex- 
plaining that in ordinary cir- 
cumstances such decisions are 
not made public 

Trustees met informally yes- 
terday, and again today before 
John A. Caddell, Decatur, Ala., 
trustee, read the anncuncement 
of action taken 

Dr. Oliver C. Carmichael, uni- 
versity president, had _ an- 
nounced several times thet stu- 
dent members of the mobs dem- 
onstrating against Miss Lucy 
would be punished. Carmi- 
chael, and other school officials, 
said that many outsiders were 
included in the mass demon- 
strations. 

Wilson said last Tuesday he 
had heard rumors he would be 
expelled, and challenged school 
ofiicials to throw him out.

After falls and traffic deaths, 
the most frequent causes of 
accidental death here were ex- 
cessive heat, such as sunstroke, 
sunburn and heat exhaustion, 
and fire and explosion of com- 
bustible materials.

There is one point in the Case im- 
broglio which deserves emphasis. 

The president of an oil and gas 
company—any corporation for that 
matter—can under the law contribute 
to the campaign fund of any Senator 
or Representative, so long as he does 
not publicly tie strings to the gift 

The recipient, of course, knows it 
{s an advance payment for favorable 
action on any legislation the donor 
may be interested in, some very prob- 
ably against the public interest. But 
f it is not so stated no law is broken. 

On the other hand, suppose the 
head of a labor union of a million 
members, many times the number of 
stockholders the corporation has, 
makes a like contribution, also with 
no strings attached. He goes to jail 
pronto 

Common sense would indicate that 
the union president would be more 
likely to support legislation favoring 
the general welfare. The union is 
fhe voice of the wage-earner;.it is 
the only voice he has. Legislation 
favorable to the union is favorable to 
all wage-earners, and wage-earners 
are 90 per cent of the electorate. 

But the law states the voice of the 
90 per cent must be silent, while the 
voice of the minority can be used in 
any manner the man in the back- 
ground sees fit. 

This is not democracy. Democracy 
means nothing if it does not mean 
the greatest good to the greatest 
number, and that number has the 
right to support members of Con- 
gress who are devoted to the public 
good. 

That portion of the Taft-Hartley 
law should be repealed; until it is 
our democracy will be out of balance, 
to the hurt of all UNION MAN.

Three interpretations can be given to the ele- 
vation of Senator John L. McClellan of Arkansas 
to the chairmanship of the new special lobby in- 
vestigating committee. 

First of all, this is a high compliment to Sen- 
ator Albert Gore of Tennessee, the man whom 
both parties feared as possible chairman. Sena- 
tor Gore had repeatedly demanded a wide-open, 
thorough inquiry into the oil lobby which worked 
for the ‘natural gas bill. He was head of the 
Elections subcommittee. Therefore it was ex- 
pected that he would lead the new special 
investigation. 

Mr. Gore was sidetracked by Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire and the three other 
Republican members of the eight-man group 
who proposed rules giving them veto power over 
what the chairman could do. Finally Democratic 
leaders as well as Republicans argued that the 
only way to get the investigation under way was 
for Senator Gore to withdfaw from running for 
the chairmanship. This he did, but through it 
all Senator Gore proved that his first considera- 
tion was a quick and searching inquiry. 

Secondly, the rejection of Senator Gore can 
be regarded as a self-imposed rebuke to the 
United States Senate. It was because this Senator 
was the best choice to head the inquiry, and 
because some Senators went to such lengths to 
keep him out of it, and because the Senate gen- 
erally went along with that move, that the 
chamber raised early doubts about whether it 
really wants a sweeping look at the lobbies 
which affect it 

Finally, now that the investigating committee 
has a chairman, there is a mandate for action. 
The Republican members no longer have 
grounds for demanding all sorts of restrictions 
on the committee leadership when they man- 
aged to compel the selection of a chairman 
agreeable to them and Senator Bridges himself 
was named vice chairman. After these maneu- 
vers the only way for the committee to prove 
that it means to investigate instead of argue is to 
proceed without further delay. 

Let the investigation begin. Let Senators 
McClellan and Bridges show that they, like Sen- 
ator Gore, mean business.

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Down on the Delta 

The Mississippi delta is creeping out into the 
Gulf of Mexico 85 feet farther every year, the 
Army Engineers estimate, and 31 states have a 
good right to be horrified by it. For the soil 
involved is their soil, washed off their farms by 
floods and rain and snow—a priceless and irre- 
placeable loss to the place it leaves, a multi- 
billion-dollar headache to the place it goes to, 
since it clogs up the channels of seagoing vessels. 

That may not be “Plenty of Pennsylvania,” 
as they sing in the musical comedy ‘Plain and 
Fancy,” but it’s more than plenty of Missouri, 
Illinois, lowa, Minnesota, Kansas—good cotton, 
corn and wheat land. The Engineers calculate 
the delta has crept seaward almost a mile since 
the turn of the century. 

The Mississippi delta is a standing example— 
and a spreading standing example—of why the 
states up here along the Mississippi and its 
tributaries must make use of every conservation 
practice to keep their soil down on the farm in- 
stead of watching it go to sea. 
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Cautious Words at Karachi 

The conference of the SEATO nations—Paki- 
stan, Thailand, the Philippines, Australia, New 
Zealand, France, Great Britain and the United 
States—was held in Karachi last week and 
turned out to be more a matter of words than 
of actions. Yet wortis, when well chosen, have 
their value in diplomacy. 

The need for military defenses against Com- 
munist aggression was restated, and the foreign 
ministers reaffirmed the pledge of all others to 
come to the aid of any member-nation under 
such attack. But in case of fighting with a non- 
Communist power, they are obliged only to 
“consult.” This was one of the examples of care- 
ful wording obviously inspired by a desire to 
avoid taking sides with Pakistan against India. 

The same motive was behind the agreement 
that Pakistan's claims to Kashmir should be 
settled by direct negotiation or through the 
United Nations. Since India is committed to 
both methods, this statement gave no cause for 
offense in New Delhi. Undoubtedly it contributed 
to the slightly cool but nevertheless courteous 
reception of Secretary of State Dulles in the 
Indian capital to which he went from Karachi. 
Questioned by the press both about Pakistan 
and Portuguese Goa, Mr. Dulles disclaimed all 
intentions of “teaching India a lesson.” 

Reports from New Delhi suggested that the 
exchange of views between Prime Minister 
Nehru and Mr. Dulles was more specific. But 
being private, it gave rise to no new public agi- 
tation, and may well have brought the two men 
to a better understanding. The foreign ministers 
were less circumspect about Pakistan's border 
dispute with Afghanistan—but then Afghanistan 
is not India. 

They recognized that Moscow now is putting 
greater reliance on economic and diplomatic 
measures. It was therefore agreed that greater 
stress should be put on economic co-operation. 
But nothing more specific was done about this 
than to attach an economic officer to SEATO’s 
peymanent headquarters in Bangkok. 

Thus in comparison with NATO, the Asian 
group remains somewhat sketchy, Undoubtedly 
this is so largely because India, by far the most 
important power in the area, is not a member, 
The British were reluctant to have the confer- 
ence even mention Pakistan's troubles with 


New Delhi. The West especially must work to 
keep non-membership from turning into hostill- 
ty. On the whole, the foreign ministers suc- 
ceeded adroitly in riding both horses. 
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4 Going-Over for Our Defenses 

It begins to look as though the nation may 
soon learn whether or not national defense is 
progressing satisfactorily and, if not, what can 
be done about it. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson says the possibil- 
ity of speeding up production of the big B-52 
bomber is being considered. The Joint Chiefs 
of Staff are in Puerto Rico making a study of 
the entire defense situation. A five-man Senate 
investigating committee is about to begin a 
three-month inquiry into the country's air de- 
fense policies. A search is under way for a man 
to co-ordinate the missile program. 

Senator Symington of Mi: -ouri, who has been 
foremost in assailing the entire air defense pro- 
gram, heads the investigating committee. In 
commenting on this inquiry, Secretary Wilson 
said, “I hope he finds out he doesn’t know as 
much about it as he thinks he does now.” He 
would have shown a better spirit had he said 
he hoped Mr. Symington would turn in a useful 
report. 

As a former secretary of the Air Force and 
as a member of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee Senator Symington is well qualified 
for his task. If he sees that partisanship is kept 
out of the inquiry there is every reason to be- 
lieve that his committee will come in with a 
helpful report. 

A lot already is known about the defense 
program that is cause for alarm. The missile 
program has been under fire for more than two 
years and Secretary Wilson himself said weeks 
ago that he was hunting for a co-ordinator to 
take it over. It is known that the B-36 is obso- 
lescent and it is reported that B-52 replacements 
for it are coming off the line far slower than 
are Soviet Russian intercontinental bombers. 

Trevor Gardner resigned as an assistant sec- 
retary of the Air Force because he felt the 
research and development program was being 
neglected. Gen. Nathan Twining, Air Force 
Chief of Staff, has told how Soviet Russia is 
closing the gap between its forces and those 
of this country. All that is evidence our defense 
program is not what it should be. 
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Greece Appeals to Washington 

The latest development in the violent contro- 
versy between the Greeks and British over the 
Middle East island of Cyprus involves the Unit- 
ed States. Premier Karamanlis of Greece has 
called on this country to take the moral lead 
in bringing peace and order to the worsening 
situation. What the Greek leader asks is that 
the United States “intervene in a decisive way.” 

Here is Premier Karamanlis’s strong appeal: 


If the United States as leader of the free 
world, fails to use its tremendous moral and 
material forces to discipline the free world 
to the principles of justice and freedom, the 
future of the free world should be a matter 
of grave concern. 

Greece is under a Communist threat and 
is in danger of being cut off from the West- 
ern world. Russia will make every effort to 
exploit the situation at the Western world’s 
expense. The West is handling this issue 
as if it is buttering Russia's bread. 


Meantime the situation in Greece is so tense 
that the Government has banned all demon- 
strations in protest of the British exile of Arch- 
bishop Makarios from the seething island. 

In turning to the United States, the Greek 
Premier recalls how this country saved the day 
when Communist aggression threatened Greece 
soon after the end of World War II.. Greece, 
he said, will always be grateful that aid came 
promptly and surely and the Iron Curtain was 
kept from claiming another victim. 

This is as difficult a problem as the Eisen- 
hower Administration has had to face in the 
field of foreign affairs. For it holds out the 
possibility of a split in the free world forces in 
an area where Communism stands to gain. 

Here is a chance for President Eisenhower to 
display the leadership that marked him so clear- 
ly as a man of peace at Geneva last summer. 
May he help save Greece now as Harry S. Tru- 
man saved it a decade ago. 
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Fads and Spare Tires 

A man who has made a long study of “fads” 
ought not to be so confusing about them. Dr. 
Emory S. Bogardus, dean emeritus of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California’s graduate school, 
lists among contemporary fads two-tone auto 
paint jobs, filtered cigarettes, tortoise shell 
glasses, hi-fi record players and spare tires out- 
side the auto trunk. And then he explains, “Fads 
are the expressions of persons seeking ways of 
becoming individualistic.” 

This is not much of an explanation. The dic- 
tionary defines a fad as a “custom which people 
follow for a time with exaggerated zeal.” That 
is, a fad is something which forms a crowd, or at 
least requires one, before it is a fad. There is 
nothing very individualistic about that. 

It has always seemed that fads were just an- 
other aspect of man’s desire for conformity, and 
therefore a subject to be against. But if a fad is 
really a sample of rugged individualism, then 
all good Americans ought to be for it. 

Perhaps the answer is that a fad begins when 
a few individuals want to be individualistic, but 
only becomes a fad when more people join in 
and make it-a mass effort. In that case every- 
body can support a fad until it is one.

Dinosaur as a Symbol 

It took only a few lines to record the news 
but it is worth highlighting: Senate-House con- 
ferees have dropped the Echo Park dam from 
the Upper Colorado project. 

A year ago Secretary of Interior McKay and 
the Eisenhower Administration generally were 
all for invading the Dinosaur National Monu- 
ment, one of the most beautiful National Park 
properties, with a Colorado river project dam. 
Conservationists over the country, including 
Edward Mallinckrodt Jr. of St. Louis, went to 
work to protect the people’s domain. 

But they had to buck the Republican Senators 
from Colorado, Utah and other Western states. 
Senator Neuberger of Oregon led the fight 
against the dam in the Senate and he went so 
far as to force a roll call on an amendment to 
save Echo Park from trespass, His amendment 
won only 30 votes, including those of Senator 
Hennings of Missouri and Douglas of Illinois. 
Senator Symington was on the other side, Sen- 
ator Dirksen not voting, and the bill passed with 
Echo Park dam still in the project. 

Yet the fight led by Senator Neuberger had 
its lasting effects. The Echo Park dam was 
not in the bill when it passed the House this 
year. Now it has been taken out altogether. 
The moral is plain: It pays members of Con- 
gress to fight for what they believe is right re- 
gardiess of the odds. In addition to being a 
national possession of great beauty, Dinosaur 
National Monument will always ‘be a symbol of 
what can be won in Congress by fighting for the 
right,

Forcing South African Segregation

Cruel new laws adopted to break passive protest of Non: Euro 
peans; government sacrifices even economic advantages in drive 
against natives; opposition is badly divided and some victims are 
giving up the fight; no hope in Communist or other outside help.

It is dangerous to meet African lead- 
ers in South Africa—dangerous to them 
and dangerous to oneself. 

They may be hauled before the courts 
for contravening one of the many Gov- 
ernment bans under which they live; 
you may be declared a prohibited immi- 
grant. Meetings with them today are 
surrounded by the melodramatic pre- 
cautions which used to be taken before 
meeting anti-Fascists in pre-war Europe. 


On one occasion during my visit last 
summer I was instructed to take a taxi 
to a certain street in Johannesburg, 
leave the taxi, walk along a number of 
other streets, make certain that no one 
was following me, before entering a 
particular block of offices. Nor is this 
persecution confined solely to Africans. 

Behind all the specious propaganda 
about giving the Africans opportunities 
to develop in their own areas, and be- 
hind even the fight on the Constitution 
and the Senate Act, the Nationalists 
have been making a violent attack on 
the leadership of the African and Asian 
communities, and on those few Euro- 
peans who are prepared to make gen- 
uine personal sacrifice for the principle 
of racial equality. 

This attack was launched in earnest 
in the Supression of Communism Act 
of 1950. In South Africa few people 
who call themselves Communists would 
have been recognized as such elsewhere. 
The overriding reason for becoming a 
South African Communist was the un- 
conditional acceptance of racial equality 
by the Communist party and its admis- 
sion of non-European members on com- 
pletely equal terms. 


How Power Is Maintained 


The South African Government, how- 
ever, through the Suppression of Com- 
munism Act, has identified with Com- 
munism any serious attempt to estab- 
lish racial equality. 


Yet even this dictatorial power was 
insufficient. The simple fact is that 
the non-Europeans—four fifths of the 
South African population—have only 
one weapon in their armory. In a coun- 
try where Europeans make laws and 
control the police and judiciary, the 
non-Europeans have no constitutional 
means of expressing dissent; the only 
power they possess is in their labor. 

The chief non-European leaders began 
to recognize this fact in 1950. On June 
26 of that year—a date which has now 
become significant in the non-European 
calendar—an attempt was made to hold 
the first general strike. Lack of or- 
ganization and the poor communica- 
tions (which weaken all national organ- 
ization in the Union) inevitably pre- 
vented widespread success. 


It was in 1952, however, that the 
strongest and most direct attack was 
made by thé non-Europeans on the 
whole caste structure of South African 
society. In June of that year a passive 
resistance campaign began which dur- 
ing the following seven months took 
8000 Africans to jail. The members 
of the movement deliberately broke 
discriminatory laws and invited arrest. 

This campaign proved the high-water 
mark of non-European organization. It 
was a tremendous feat of organization 


and voluntary martyrdom in such an | 


authoritarian society. It was crushed 
only when the Government took even 
more stringent powers of suppression. 


At the beginning of 1953, two new 
acts, the Public Safety Act and the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act, gave 
the Government power to declare mar- 
tial law without becoming answerable 
to any court or to Parliament, and pro- 
vided for increased punishments—a fine 
of up to £500 or imprisonment of up 
to five years or whipping up to 10 
strokes, or a combination of any two 
of these penalties. 

During the past three years, discipline 
and organization has declined. Most 
of the coloreds are so divided and 
sectarian that they play little part in 
joint non-European leadership. The 
tendency over these three years has 
been to boast, but fail in action. This 
was particularly evident in the western 
areas removal scheme of last April. 


Racialism Before Economics 


A tremendous campaign had been 
whipped up to convince the world that 
these forced removals from African lo- 
cations in Johannesburg would provide 
the occasion for mass revolt. Instead, 
most of the tenants involved in the first 
moves had nothing but shanties to lose 
and new houses to gain. Naturally they 
went quietly. 

What can the non-European leader- 
ship do? The Government has the 
power and has shown a completely un- 
scrupulous willingness to use it in order 
to enforce its own version of apartheid. 

In this drive towards segregation 
even economic interests are being sac- 
rificed. It is true that more non-Euro- 
pean labor is constantly being employed 
in the manufacturing industries, but 
whenever intelligent employers try to 
secure an efficient labor force by stabil- 
izing their non-European workers in 
the towns and training them, they are 
defeated. South African politics puts 
racialism before economic interest. 

Nor can one rely upon pressure to- 
wards organization amongst the work- 
ers.

Meanwhile, the Government has had 
a little success in persuading some 
Africans that they will get more from 
supporting authority than opposing it. 

One might expect the Congress move- 
ment, as representing the most militant 
non-European opposition in the coun- 
try, to receive support from the Liberal 
and Labor parties. Both these parties, 
however, are weakened by dissension. 

It is tragically impossible, without 
gross wishful thinking, to foresee any 
hopeful outcome for South African non- 
Europeans in the near future. 

Certainly closer overseas contacts 
and assistance could be increased, par- 
ticularly from the West, instead of 
leaving the initiative to the Commu- 
nists. Yet in the final resort freedom 
can be won only by the courage of 
martyrdom of the South African peo- 
ples themselves,

Angel on Snowshoes 
DOCTOR KATE. by Adéle Commandine. (Rine- 
hart, 339 pos, $3.75.) 

They call Kate Newcomb the “Angel 
on Snowshoes” because that is what she 
is. She is a doctor in the northwoods of 
Wisconsin and when there is no other 
way to go she finds her way on snow- 
shoes to the bedsides of her patients 
when the countryside where she serves 
is snow-bound and ice-stricken. 

It was not something that she planned 
When she was a girl her great ambition 
was to be a doctor. Surmounting many 
difficulties she became a doctor. In 
cities she was a successful practitioner. 
Also a wife and mother. When her hus- 
band’s health failed 
and it was neces- 
Sary for him to be 
taken to the woods 
she gave up every- 
thing and took him 
to where there was 
healing for him. 
She did not expect 
to resume her 
practice but the 
need was so great 
that she plunged 
into the hard life 
of a country doctor 
and as an angel on 
Snowshoes she 
found a career of 
usefulness far greater than the one she 
had lost in the cities. 

That was her new life and she filled 
it so fully that her fame spread beyond 
the northwoods. She was found by tele- 
vision and her appearance in “This Is 
Your Life” brought her more than 
$100,000 to complete the hospital that 
she had started to build after she had 
built a church to provide spiritual help 
where it was needed. 

In time, in addition to her far-flung 
private practice, 15 northwoods camps, 
juvenile vacation centers, came under 
her care and she served these as faith- 
fully as she served the private patients. 

When Dr. Kate appeared on the 
“This Is Your Life’ program an appeal 
was made to listeners to send pennies 
to her. On Memorial Day in 1953- in 
the little town of Woodruff, Wis., where 
Doctor Kate had started her Lakeland 
Memorial Hospital, a “Million Penny 
Parade” was held and the “little doc” 
was honored by 20,000 people who came 
from near and far and added their pen- 
nies to the pile until the count was 
1,700,000 and there were many. larger 
contributions. The total from the tele- 
Vision appeal finally amounted to near- 
ly 11,000,000 pennies 

That was Doctor Kate’s reward for 
her 23 years of service, a reward that 
she is passing along to the people of 
the northwoods as she continues to 
serve them as their “Angel on Snow- 
shoes.”

The 
characters in the story are thus all fac- 
ing some sort of change, whether it be 
merely change or complete disaster. 

Whatever their personal involvements 

may be, they have to be solved in a 

framework of uncertainty. In this 

sense, Kalymnos is a microcosm, re- 
flecting in miniature the situation of 
the rest of the world. 

There are many characters — the 
wealthy trader and his'unhappy daugh- 
ter, the American doctor seeking sim- 
plicity, the crippled diver no longer 
capable of doing his part, the Austral- 
jan who tells the story—but two are. 
central. One is Manoli, captain of a 
sponging fleet, leader of the townsfolk 
in their fun as well as their work, hand- 
some, capable, and spirited. The other 
is Mina, a sort of Earth-Mother in mod- 
ern form. The courage and determina- 
tion of these two both lead and inspire 
all the others. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson have done a 
lively and graphic, if somewhat over- 
simplified and over-obvious, job of tell- 
ing their story.

Hofman Dies 


Here, Aged 73 


Arthur F. Hofman, nicknamed 
“Circus Solly” and appraised as 
one of baseball's most versatile 
utility players, is dead at the 
age of 73. He died here yester- 
day, within two weeks of the 
death of Fred Merkle, the man 
he trapped in one of the game's 
most famous plays. 

Hofman played first base, 
second base, shortstop and the 
outfield, in his 14 years in the 
major leagues. He was playing 


centerfield for the Chicago 
Cubs the day Merkle commit- 
ted his storied error of omis- 


sion, and Hoiman was credited 
with being the man who noted 
it and took advantage of it 

Al Birdwell had singled for 
the Giants, and the run he bat- 
ted in with the single should 
have been the winning one. But 
Merkle also was on base,’ and 
neglected the formality of run- 
ning to second base. Hank 
O'Day, the umpire that day in 
1908, reperted that Hofman was 
the player who called to Sec- 
ond Baseman Johnny Evers and 
threw him the ball to make the 
forced out at second. The game 
was replayed and the Cubs won 
it and gained the pennant 

Hofman was the uncle of Bob- 
by Hofman, currently a mem- 
ber of the Giants. 

Born on Oct. 29, 1882, 
man first played pro baseball 
in the Trolley League here. He 
first was in the majors, briefly, 
with the Pirates in 1903. He was 
drafted by the Cubs in August, 
1904. Other clubs he played 
for thereafter included Pitts- 
burgh. and Brooklyn and Buffa- 
lo in the Federal League, the 
Yankees and Cleveland. He was 
at his best in 1910, a Cubs pen- 
nant year, with a batting aver- 
age of .325 in 135 games.

Ford's testimony to a Senate 
Commerce subcommittee 
touched off a spirited exchange 
between Chairman A. S. (Mike) 
Monroney Dem Oklahoma, 
and two Republican Senators, 
Charles E. Potter of Michigan 
and Frederick G. Paine of 
Maine. The subcommittee is in- 
vestigating automobile market- 
ing practices. 

Monroney declared it could 
be construed as “indirect co- 
ercion” to solicit funds in such 
a fashion when dealers were 
dependent on a supply of cars 
—relatively scarce in 1952—for 
their livelihood 

Potter and Paine asserted, on 
the contrary, there was no evi- 
dence of any coercion against 
any Ford dealer.

They will be prepared to serve 
a large number of newcomers 
when the Plaza housing project 
of 1150 apartments is. com- 
pleted. 

Sixty-five years ago the 
churches were waging a differ- 
ent kind of battle for the neigh- 
borhood. Father James _ T. 
Coffey, who was pastor of St. 
John's, and the Rev. Dr. John 
Matthews, who filled the Cen- 
tenary pulpit, declared open 
war on the district's undesirable 
elements, of which there were 
plenty. 

“ Wine rooms and dance halls 
were particularly low and de- 
grading,” Father Coffey  re- 
called years later. “Mere chil- 
dren were admitted and liquor 
was sold on the floor. Hoodlums 
armed with guns rode through 
the streets, stole ballot boxes 
and kept decent citizens from 
voting.” 

The priest hounded lawbreak- 
ers night and day. The Rev. 
Dr. Matthews, leading a similar 
campaign from the Methodist 
church -a block to the north, 
once startled his congregation 
by closing a prayer with the 
fervent plea: 

“O Lord, if that man who 
stole a gentleman's overcoat 


this morning while he was at 
the communion table is here to- 
night, please discover him. 
Search him out, O Lord!” 


In his autobiography the 
Methodist minister told how 
the devout “prayed down a 
theater.” It seems that an ad- 
jacent building, formerly a syn- 
agogue, had been sold and con- 
verted into a low-class amuse- 
ment hall, to the consternation 
of the churchgoers. 

“We consulted lawyers but 
met with no encouragement,” 
the Rev. Dr. Matthews related. 
“In our extremity all hands 
were urged to pray God to make 
the theater a failure. At every 
meeting Brother John Lang- 
hauser, a man gifted of speech, 
full of faith and the Holy Ghost, 
would lead the congregation, 
talking to God about this nuis- 
ance with an ardor sometimes 
startling. 

“He pressed this matter be- 
fore God and never ceased un- 
til the theater closed for want 
of patronage, and the house 
was torn down and carted 
away.” 

The spirit of reform spread 
beyond the Plaza area, and no 
doubt contributed to the move- 
ment that sent crooked poli- 
ticians to prison for sale of 
franchises and contracts. Father 
Coffey gave Joseph Folk, cru- 
sading St. Louis circuit attorney 
who became Governor of Mis- 


souri, credit for “finishing the 
cleanup.” ‘ 
St. John’s was the eighth 


Catholic church established in 
St. Louis. Founded in 1848, it 
started in a little frame build- 
ing erected two blocks from the 
western city limits. The first 
parishioners followed paths 
through the woods to reach the 
church. 

In a short time the frame 


church was replaced by a 
building of brick. The present 
Basilica, of Lombardy-Roman- 
esque design, was dedicated in 
1860. Thomas Walsh, a famous 
ecclesiastical architect, designed 
the twin-towered building of 
red brick, but resigned in a 
controversy over the walls of 
the chureh, which began to 
buckle under the weight of the 
circular roof. 

The trouble was corrected by 
use of chains and pillars se- 
cured to the walls, 

The church is adorned with 
copies of ‘masterpieces. Above 
the sanctuary is a reproduction 
of Raphael’s “The Transfigura- 
tion,” the work of Matthew 
Hastings, a pioneer St. Louis 


artist. 
T with the Archbasilica of St. 

John Lateran in Rome, and 
grants many of the spiritual 
privileges bestowed by that 
famous church, which is known 
as the Pope’s Cathedral. 

Father John Bannon, who was 
pastor when the Civil War 
broke out, was a strong south- 
ern sympathizer. He joined the 
Confederate forces as a chap- 
lain, and was cited for bravery 
in helping the wounded under 
fire. After the war he went 
to Ireland and joined the Jesuit 
order. 

In its day the Basilica was a 
fashionable church, and names 
of many prominent St. Louisans 
were inscribed on its baptismal

Windows for Enclosing Porches. 

NE of the best ways to get 
Q) some extra room in many 

homes is to enclose the old 
front or back porch so that it 
can be used throughout the 
mild weather regardless of 
weather and even perhaps in 
winter. 

An excellent type of unit to 
use for enclosing a porch is 
the jalousie window. This, as 
you probably know, is the win- 
dow that resembles a ventian 
blind only instead of metal or 
wood slats it uses horizontal 
lengths of glass. A crank opera- 
ates the glass strips so that 
they can be opened or close. 

These units can be fitted with 
screens for use in summer and 
storm windows for winter. They 
are expensive and as their 
works are sort of complicated 
it’s best to pay @ little more for 
the best quality for the inferior 
made units can cause a good 


.deal of trouble. 


A less expensive unit is the 
awning window. This is sort 
of like a casement window set 
on its side and the hinges may 
be installed at the top or. bot- 
tom and the sash may swing 
in or out depending on require- 
ments. The great advantage of 
this unit is that the window can 
be left open during a rain with 
little danger of water getting 
inside. They provide excellent 
ventilation and can be stacked 
up like blocks in the porch 
opening. ; 

Casement windows are good 
for porches if they are placed 
to take advantage of prevailing 
winds. Casement windows swing 
out like doors and while ex- 
cellent are probably not as ef- 
fective as the awning or Jal- 
ousie windows.

worshipers from the hotels and 
the railroad station. 

Under the present pastor, 
Msgr. Edward L. O’Toole, the 
church looks forward to a new 
era of expanding usefulness. 
Plans for improvements are 
tentative as yet, but it is be- 
lieved the church will be re- 
habilitated. The old _ parish 
house in the rear and a cafe- 
teria on the north side probably 
will be torn down, and a park- 
ing lot will be provided. 

Its neighbor is the oldest 
Methodist church in St. Louis. 
Centenary was founded in 1839, 
when the centenary of Method- 
ism was being celebrated.

A-marble slab 
set in one of the walls marks 
the tomb of the Rev. Thomas 
Drummond, who came to the 
Midwestern frontier as a mis- 
sionary. 


Despite population changes, 
Centenary chose to remain 
downtown, expanding its social 
services and charitable func- 


tions to provide help for those 
in need. Today the congregation 
of about 1000 gathers from all 
parts of the city and St. Louis 
county, and the church serves 
people of all faiths and classes, 

Under the.Rev. Forrest L. 
Standard, Centenary is carrying 
out an ambitious program of 
modernization. It has a fine 
gymnasium, offices and special 
equipment,. and plans to con- 
struct a landscaped parking lot. 
Part of the newly acquired tract 
may be utilized as the site of 
a Methodist district adminis- 
tration center.

It was almost inevitable that 
South should bid up to a slam 
after his partner opened the 
bidding, and South's absolutely 
solid hearts made that a good 
trump suit even though it was 
onlv five long 

West opened the spade 10, 
and South thought he might as 
well trv out dummy's jack. East 
covered, and South won. Four 
rounds drew East's’ trumps, 
dummy discarding a diamond 
and a spade, and South then 
tried to establish the clubs, but 
West had two stoppers, and the 
situation became quite hopeless. 
(‘Even if South had passed his 
first club lead into East's hand, 
keeping a club for communica- 
tion, East certainly would have 
retaliated by taking out dum- 
mys spade ace and South 
would have heen in the same 
untenable position.) 

Declarer should have fore- 
seen that it might be necessary 
for, at least, highly advisable) 
to duck one round of clubs so as 
to insure the establishment of 
the suit, and that being so, his 
sacrifice of the spade jack at 
the first trick was extremely 
unwise. The correct technique 
was to play the spade four from 
dummy and win with the king: 
then to draw trumps (discarding 
diamonds from dummy) and 
pass a club into East's hand. 
With the A-J of spades remain- 
ing in dummy, East could not 
profitably return that suit, and 
so would have to lead a dia- 
mond. Declarer would win this 
with the ace, discarding dume 
my's spade jack, lead his re- 
maining club to the king, cash 
the club ace and ruff a club, 

thus establishing the suit with 
the spade ace for sure entry.

I would also like to speak in 
praise of those white people in 
the South who have fought for 
the rights of all their fellow 
citizens. They are probably 
being made to suffer more than 
any of us in the North can 
imagine at the present time. I 
am interested to find that there 
is even a group of University of 
Alabama students who want to 
know how they can restore 
sanity to their fellow students. 
They do not regard with fear 
the admission to the under- 
graduate body of one young 
woman, and they deplore the 
methods used to keep her out.

I FEEL Miss Autherine Lucy 
has behaved with a great deal 
of dignity. She has apparently 
not enjoyed tne publicity which 
the N.A.A.C.P. has thrust upon 
her; but she has acted with 
quiet dignity both in Washing- 
ton and in New York, and her 
attitude gives one confidence 
that if she can be given a 
chance in -the university she 
will act with wisdom and dis- 
cretion.

@ GOR MARKEVITCH, who ts expected to be one of the guest 
| conductors of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra next season, 
has made another Mozart recérding of the first quality. The 
Symphony No. 34 in C Major is paired with the weak and 
immature Schubert Symphony 
No. 3 but the Mozart alone, 
played by the Berlin Philhar- 
monic Orchestra, should make 
the recording a preferred item. 
(Decca, one 12-inch LP.) Clean 
lines, a vital pulse and a bound- 


ing resilience constitute its 
more obvious merits. Its most 
important distinction, however, 
lies in its play of imagination, 
which, through subtle stresses 
and dynamic contrasts, extends 
the poetic scope of the work. 
In the final movements, for 
instance, Markevitch is not content with a straightforward, 
bustling high-comedy effect. The forward motion is steady and 
light-footed but by playing certain sections more softly a 
touching quality of remoteness — poignant and nostalgic — 1s 
introduced. 

For this recording a Menuetto (‘k. 409) is interpolated as a 
third movement, Musicologists say that Mozart intended it for 
this symphony and that it was so included in at least one 
public performance. Whether this is authentic or not, the 
addition is in character with the remainder of the symphony. 
Reproduction is favorable to the conductor's shading and crisp 
phraseology.
